Negro Bishop Declares It a Dirty a n d 
Contemptible Rag.

The trip lo Washington 
had been planned for today, but a 
telegram from Congressmen Scott 
Field and John M. Moore urging 
President Harrington to attend the 
meeting of Feb. 15 in person or to 
send a representative, caused the 
date of departure to be moved up 
a few days earlier. 
While in Washington President 
Harrington will confer with the 
Texas delegation in Congress in re­ 
gard to the Adams bill now pend­ 
ing before the House increasing 
the amount of the Federal appro­ 
priation to the agricultural colle­ 
ges by $5,000 a year each until the 
present Hatch fund of $15,000 a 
year is doubled. 
The bill has 
been reported favorably by a unan­ 
imous 
vote of the committee on 
agriculture and all the Texas Con­ 
gressmen are reported to be favor­ 
able to the measure.

Washington, Feb. 16.—Light 
was 
thrown on the land fraud investigation 
by Secretary Hitchcock at an execu­ 
tive hearing before a sub-committee of 
the house appropriation committee. In 
connection with his estimate ofi $20,- 
000 for a continuance of the prosecu­ 
tions Mr. Hitchcock explained that 
600 indictments and 400 convictions 
had already been obtained by the in­ 
terior department in nineteen states.
